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RITES TOMORROW 


Funeral service will ke conduct- 
ed tomorrow afternoon for Robert 
Ernest Wilson, proprietor. cf the 
Model Engineer shop at 184 North 
Second avenue, who was fatally 
injured’ Friday when thrown from 
his motorcycle at Pomona. 
According to the Pomoza police 
department, Mr. Wilson was driv- 
ing his machine where San An- 
tonio creek crosses the intersec- 
tion of East End and Grand ave- 
nues in Pomona when the motor 
went cut of control, skidded 96 
feet, and catapulated the driver. 
He was taken to Pomona hospital, 
where he died three hours later of 
a skull fracture. 

Inquest by the Los Angelea 
county coroner’s office determined 
the death to be accidental. 

Mr. Wilson was 26 years of age 
and in 1942 established his busi- 
ness on Second avenue, engaging 
in sub-contract production of mo- 
tor parts for the General Electric 
Co, of Ontario and the Food Ma- 
chinery Co, of Riverside.’ He had 
perfected an aircraft gun recoil 
improvement accepted ty the 
government. 

He was born September 8 1918, 
at Brea, southwest of Pomona, and 
had resided there most of his life. 
In 1935, he enlisted in’the ma- 
rine corps and served until 1939. 
He ‘was recalled to the marine 
corps in July of this year and. was 
discharzed in September to carry 
on his Upland business, 

He is survived by hik wife, the 
former Carol Birchfield, daughter 
of Mrs. R. W. Birchfield of For- 
tana, and a four-yaar-old son, 
Michael. They resided at 1590 
West Arrow highway, College 
Heights. 

Other survivors are his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Wilson of 
Brea; a sister, Miss Ardella Wil- 
son, and a brother, Walter Wilson. 
Funeral services will be con- 
ducted at Blackman funeral cha- 
pel, 1020 West ‘Fifth street, Pomo- 
na, at 2 p. m. tomorrow. Rev. 
Frank Kipner, pastor of the Po- 
mona First Baptist church, will 
officiate.

Orchard Heater Oil on 
Market This Winter 


Orchard heater oil is expected 
to be available for frost protec- 
tion during the coming winter 
but wartime circumstances may 
make its quality inferior to that 
in past seasons, the California 
Fruit Growers exchange reports. 

To aid in the elimination of un- 
necessary citrus orchard heating 
in California, the exchange says, 
20,000 orchard thermometers are 
tested in October of each year 
by the U. S. weather bureau fruit 
frost service. 


California Lemon Sale 
Makes New Record 


. Sale of California lemons in the 
70 months ending September 1, 
made a new record of 16,586 cars, 
according to the California Fruit 
Growers exchange, which ships 
85 per cent of the crop. 

Shipments of California Val- 
encia oranges for August and 
September exceeded 21,100 car- 
loads, greater than those for the 
entire season in 1925. 

National production of citrus 
fruits in the present crop year is 
174 million boxes, compared to 
35, million in 1920, the exchange 
Says. K 














Citrus Trees Available 
Immune to Bark Disea 





Through the cooperation of the 
state department of agriculture 
and the county agricultural com- 
missioners, California citrus grow- 
efs can now purchase’ young trees 
immune to psorosis or scaly bark 
disease, according to the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers exchange. 

‘The exchange predicts produc- 
tion of lemons in California will 
continue to increase, since more 
than half the present acreage was 
planted within the past 15 years.
